•speoted that he will nmk» known his 
determinatiou within a ahurr time 
Aithongh Secretary Olnej's uumo has 
been ooniitdend nHlh favor by Demo- 
«ntic leaden, it is known thai he does 
not desire tho nomination. 

It is uiidonbtt'dly true that Mr. Car- 
lisle's candidacy will have tho support 
of Mr. Cleveland and the nionibers of 
the cabinet. He will go before the con- 
TMition as the representative of th<> 
"■onnd money" views of the adminis- 
' tratioii. His friends in conducting the 
canvass for Mr. Carlisle's nomination, 
will urge that it lie niad(M)n the simnd 
money platform, and if he be suocesst til 
at Chicago, will then make his issui 
prominent in tke campaign leading up 
to the November elections.

In answer to your question I can only 
say that In all tho operations of the treas- 
ury department during my admluistra 
tion of Its uffairs the legal tender gold 
and sUver coins of the United States have 
been' treated preoisely adlke, except that 
jp»ater efforts have been made to keep 
•ilver eoin in oiroulatlon tiian have been 
aiade to keep gold coin in elroulation. 

The amount paid out by the depart 
aient In silver coins and silver oertifloates 
greatly exoeods the amount paid out lu 
gold coins and gold oertifloates, and in no 
Instance has the least discrimination been 
made against silver or Its paper represent 
ative. In oo Instances has silver or sliver 
oertifloates been refused In payment of a 
debt or demand due the government, and 
In no Instance has the>;overnnu'nt refused 
to pay (iilver coins or silver certilicates iu 
discluirgu of its oIli^Mtions wlu'u the 
holders of the i»idi^Mt lous demanded ur riv 
quested hU<'li payment. 

When I nited ."•'tiiles notes or treasury 
notes are presented fur redetaplion Kold 
Is [mid if it is deaianded, and if silver is 
deuiiinded si I \ er l» jiaid. 'I'lius tho coins 
of the two metals are Heated exact ly fillku 
in making paynieiUii liy the government, 
as well lus iti the discliarxe of debts diut to 
t he liiiverntueiit. It has always heen the 
policy of till' treasury department to en- 
courage the ii.<ie of silver to the largest 
jiiis>ililc e.xteut, and in oi-der to ae<-iini- 
plish I his, standard silver dollars will U' 
tieut by express, at the i^xpenst) of tho gov- 
«mnient, to any one who will il(<poslt an 
equivalent amount lu silver certilicates or 
in treasury notes of 1890 with tho United 
Htwtcs tri-asurer or ouy usslrirant treas- 
urer, ur with a mitional bunk depository, 
and subsidiary silver coins will bu sent 
by express at the oxpen.st! of the govern- 
ment to any one who wtUdepoHlt with 
such officers ur banks any kinds of United 
States ourrencg or national bank notes; 
but gold is not sent to anybody frae of 
charge. 

In August, 18U8, there was a great and 
unusual demand iu nearly every part of 
the country for currency of small denom- i 
Inatlons, and in its attempts to supply 
this demand the treasury department paid 
out, in defraying the expenses of the gov- 
ernment and in exaliange for other forms 
of curreAoy all the silver that could bo 
lawfully lued for these purposes, so that 
for a short period It was compelled to sus- , 
pend payment In standard silver dollars, i 
except in the redumption of silver certlfl- 
oates and treasury notes of 1890. The law ' 
Buthoi i/lng the Issue of silver oertifloates ' 
upon deposits of silver provides that "the 
coin deposited for, or representing the cer- 
tifloatos, shall ye retained in the treasury 
tot th« payiatBt of the faaie on difB««L 



It Is therefore plain that wheiu'ver the 
amount of silviT dollars In tlie treasury 
do»'8 not exceed the aniount of silver cer 
tiflcates outstandiiiK, tlie seeiet.uy of the 
treasury can not. without a vi>iLitioii of 
law, pay out such silver except f<ir the re- 
demption of certilicates. At such times 
he hsis no more rinhl to cxelianne silver 
dollars for gold than he has to pay them 
out In any other manner. Hut there is 
also another fund in the treasury which Is 
rcqiilretl by law to he held for a different 
purpose. It consists of tho bidllon and 
the standard silver dollars coiiu'd from 
the bullion purchased under the act of 
July U, 18UU. That act provides for the 
purchase of silver bullion at the market 
price and the issue of treasury not«>s in 
payment for it, and it also declar«-s that 
"no greater or less amount of such notes 
shall be outstanding at auy time than the 
oast of the silver Imlliim and tiie standard 
silver dollani gBliied therefram, than MM 
In the treasury purchased by snob notes." 

Under this provision the aeoretarv is m- 
quired to keep in the treasury at all times 
an amount of sliver bullion, at Its cost 
price, and in standard silver dollars 
coined from the purchased bullion exact- 
ly equal to the amount of tronstiry notes 
outstanding, and he can not, therefore, 
lawfully us(> such standard silver dollars 
except for tho redemption and (MtnccUo- 
tlon of treastiry notes. 

My letter to tho Tuited States senate, 
npon which Mr. Crisp's stiiteim-rit seems 
to have been hiised, was written on the 
ITth day of August, 1S(I3, and at that time 
there was no free silver in the treasury; 
that is, there were no standard sliver dol- 
lars in the treasury except sin li as the law 
re(|tilred to he held for the redeiin)t ii in of 
silver cert illcates and the treasury notes 
of IsyO, and llieso redempti ins were made 
at mU tinii-s during the mouth and every 
otiii r niont li when these certificates of 
currency were presented. During th ' 
inoiilhof August, t reastiry notes to 

the aniount of $l,l!73.«<iT were redeemed in 
silver and cancelled, and sinei^ the 1st day 
of August, lSi)3, the total amount of such 
notes redeemed in silve'r is tl".t,6;j;f.7:J-. 
Prior to my mlminlstratlon of the ullairs 
of tho department none of these notes had 
been redo<>med in silver or cancelled. 

Since the lieginidngof this lulmlnistrpr 
tlon nearly $110,00U,i)00 In gold has been 
procured in exchange for other forms of 
currency. Of this amount t8,U16,»4l2 has 
been procured In exchange for sliver coin, 
and tlU,a;,>U,;);M in exchange for sliver cer- 
tificates. The department has never re- 
fused to exchange silver for gold when It 
had silver that oould be lawfully usc«l for 
that purpose, and If It had so ref lued I um 
wholly unable to see how It oould be con- 
sidered a dlsorimination against silver. Is 
a refusal to pay out gold In exchange for 
silver a diaoriminatlou against gold f If 
not, it of course follows that a refusal ti> 
pay out sliver for gold Is not a dlsnrinilna> 
tlon against silver. 

I, In njsponse to your verbal Inquiry con- 
corning the ci>lnage of standard silver 
dollars during the present administration, 
you are advised that It amounts to the 
sum of |0,76:i,U0U up tu the 16ih day ot this 
month, while tho whole anxmiit of such 
dollars coined in this country from thc^ c'-- 
tahlishmeul of the mint in ITUsi up to t'clt- 
riuiry, iM7ti, a period uf W years, wasgd,- 
o;!o,utx).

An American Citizen Shot by 
Spanish Soldisrsln Cuba. 

H£ WAS GUILTY Of NO CRIMK

Havana, March 17.— Dr. Jose Manuel 
Delgado, the American dtiaen who is 
reported to have been shot and nearly 
killed by Spanish trooi)s under tho com 
mand of General Mehpiiz, arrived hei 
yesterday. He is so seriously injured 
that he had to be carried on a sti-etcher. 

The cajlltain general has promised the 
prompteftt inquiry into the circum- 
stances in the case, and has given as- 
surances that the guilty peiaolu will be 

mcst severely ])unislie(l. 

Dr. IJelgacin says that a uuiiilier of 
thp eniploves of the l> lgado iilautation 
near Haiiioa. have been I dled by tlie 
troops, including: the brotliers I'lpia and 
the two ( ill rras, fatlier and son. 

The cireuinstaiices iu iliee.i.se, so far 
as tliey can be (.atlieied at present, 
seem to isiiiit lo a lUMSt t'luss and (ielib- 
erate outrage upon toe p. a t of the Siian- 
ish soldiery, who weii> ma(ie aware that 
iMr. Delgado and his tiged fatlu r were 
both -American citizens. Hut this f;,:'; 
ai)iiears to have ha<l no weight with 
the ."-'panisli otlicers and Mr. Delgado is 
said to have been bound and shot with- 
out trial and without any justifi<;ation. 
The doctor was left for deatl and eigiit 
of his father's emidoyes were killed. 

The United States consul general, 
Ramon (). Williams, has taken the niat- 
I ter in hand, and no stone will be h' 
; unturned to bring the Spaniards to jus 
! tice. 

Captain General Weyler bus ordered ti 
thorough investigation to be umde into 
the distister ut Cano, seven mil"i from 
here, by which li) soldiers Indonging r< > 
the San Qniutin battalion were IcUled 
and a captain, four lieutenants and 917 
soldiers belonging to the sumo corps 
wounded by the Spanish garrison of 
that town, /ho mistook the Spaniards 
for a band of insurgents that hud prev- 
iously attacked the plaoe, and been re- 
pulsed. 

Colonels Prats, Palma and Sola have 
killed four insurgents during reeeii. 
skirmishing. Culun(>l Heriuaidez 
Wati rhio, and Calixto, south of Art - 
mise, province of Pinor del Hio, has 
split in two a large band of insurgents, 
which were following the rout' > of his 
column. The insurgents lost four killed. 
Thorolmnn of troo])s cominanded by 
Colonel Losa.sco started in p.irsiiit 
one {lart of the insurgent force ami ti, 
SiHinish forces from Neptuuu also took 
jiart ill the jiursuit. They caught up 
with the insurgents betw(>eii Nliiierv.i 
and Neptuuo. The insurgents, wli > 
were nnm^hing westward, lett six killed 
on the flekl, and the troopa lost seven 
killed. 

A band of l.")0 insrirgei:t8 entered the 
village of (."aimanieru, in the C'ieiifne- 
gos di--trict, and burned several house-, 
a store, tho warehouse, the whart and a 
slii)) loaded with kin<lliiig wood. The 
insurgents have also burned the fields 
and plantal;oris of llorveiiir and tic 
plantation of Arroyo in Matanzas. Tho 
niunieiiial house of Union Reyes and 
the lields and plantations of Reer<'o 
Hanta have al.so been destroyed. 

Insurgents have burned the fields 
and ]>lantutionK of Santa Catulina. 

It is reiHirtod here that Mu.\imo 
Gomez intends to go into the province 
of Santa Clara. 

THE VEN EZUELA DISPUTE.

— The under sec- 
retary of sttite for foreign atfairs, 
George N. Cur/.on, in the commons 
yesterday, admitted that tlio govein- 
meut had received oflioial proposals 
from the United States relative to the 
Venezuelan dispute, and that tlwy Were 
now under consideration.

to stale the nature uf the proposals 
while they were under consideration, 
but it was not correct to describe theiu, 
as stated ill the i|iiesti()n jnit to tlie 
government, as an expression on tlie 
part of the United Stales of willingness 
to ac<'ept or proiMise a schemo for a joint 
cominission, to report Ott the Venesnelan 
boundary dispute.

^ns of this town were startled yestei - 
day afternoon by the arrest of Willlatn 

Miller, aged 88, for the murder c.f las 
father. William Miller, 70 years old, on 
Jan. •_'."). when the Champion forge and 
blower works were destroyed by lii"e 
and tho aged man's remains vrare found 
in the mins. Chaiies Tinker was ar- 
rested as an accomplice. 

The arrests were nnide by Detective 
S. A. Elwell of New York who h;,s been 
working on tiie case since the beg u illig 
of February. Previous to the ilate of 
the uUege crimes 1 if ;;i sonand niuider. 
the town had 1 n terrorized by numer- 
ous inceiiuiary tires, and no trace oi the 
guilty ones could be found. The lire at 
the Chaiupioii works caused a loss ot 
!ft>(»,tK«i. At the time tlie old watch- 
man, .MiUer's f.itlier, could not be 
founii. Three days later Ins charred 
ixxiy was iouiid among the debris of 
the burned building. The liositloli of 
the body gave rise to suspicions of foul 
]ilay. and an investigation was be;,'un 
liy i^<- li>.-,il iKilice w ho otl'ered a reward 

of .■J.iOO 1,11' liie ca)itUle of the perpe- 
trator uf the double' <Tini". This was 
doubled by the owners of the works. 
Tlieri' seeineil to be a general absence of 
clews and the ])(ilii (> apiiarently had a •- 
coni|ilisheit but little when the surprise 
came yesterday in the arrest of .^llller 
and Tinker. 

Defective Klwell, who has litsen quiet- 
ly Working lip the case, says he hius con- 
clusive eviih'iice against Miller. It is 
said the accused son b«'ars a bad reputa- 
tion, and has been involved in previous 
scrapes of a most serious character. It 
is alleged that he was seen in the vicin- 
ity of the fire H) minut<>s before an ahirm 
was sounded, without anymoney, while 
u short time later he had plenty of 
moiu y and spent it freely. 

It is further alleged that a fe.v nights 
before the tnigedy he was heard to say 
if tli(« "old man" did not give him 
money h(« would knock him in the 
head. The old watc^hnian is Icnown to 
have carried considerable money on his 
p* rson at oil times, and his accused sou 
is said to have carried $170 insurance ou 
his father's life. Two weeks ago he is 
alleged to have started for the home of 
H. K. Kaiper, one of the offloers of the 
works, with the avowed intenton of 
"doing him up," bnt was intercepted 
on the way, and kept from carrying out 
his design. He was in the United 
States navy at one time, but deserted. 
He was preparing to leave town when 
arrested. 

BRITISH STEAMER DgSTWOYED. 

The Vc-Ksel liliiuii to \toiiM audTwenty- 
T»o IVoiiU' Killed. 

London, Manrh 17. — The British 
steamer Matadi, which sailed ttom 
Sierra Leone, on Feb. 6, has been total- 
ly destroyed at Boma bf an esplodon of 

gunpow<ler. 

The explosion occurred at Boiiia on 
March 7. Boma or Bimmu is uu the 
Congo river, only abont 60 ipUes fkom 
its mouth. 

Twenty-two of the Matadl's crew in- 
cluding ottloers and 16 natives were 
killed. SixvH>n of the crew escajM'd 
without serious injury. The Matiuli 
hud on board 10 tons of gunpowder, u 
quantity which snfHriently accounts for 
the diflosterous effects of the explosion. 
Tlie mails and the sju-eii which were ou 
hoard were wrecked. The victims of 
the accident were asleej) at the time uf 
tlie disaster. Tho owners of the stt am- 
er esoaped. 

Fire III f levt-litiiii. 

Ci,i;vKi..\.Ni), .March 17 —Fire of an 
unknown origin yesterday destroyed 
the four-story brick buihling ut ut 747 
Cedar avenue, owned by the F. H 
Kimball estate and an adjoining resi- 
dence owned by H. A. Vanghau. The 
KimbuU building was accupied by a 
number of manufacturing concerns, all 
of whom lost everything. The loss on 
building and contents will approxiinate 
94fi,000, Mrith an insurance of uoiit two- 
thirds.

FB.tNKFOBT, March 17.— Yeaterday'a 

seusatiou in the senatorial contest 
flashed in the pan. 15irter talk and a 
fmitlos.s ballc)t tells tlie story, and those 
feuturoH have been presont every day 
aluce the fight began. The aoenes, 
however, had a differeut aetting and to 
the dramatis persouae were added about 
400 blue coats from Louisville, Lezing- 
tuii !ind Frankfort. The salufoi-y effect 
of the this military disphiy dues not iii)- 
jH'ar on the surface because the reason 
for its jireseiice was ap])i'eiiensi()ii and 
not the existence of violence. 

'I'liri'e (■(ini])aiiies of tlie state guard 
took up tlieir po>ition on th(» statehouse 
>.'rMuii(is yestenhiy nioriiiiif,', and tlm 
Kentucky li ^rislatois tiled thiuu),'h picket 
lines to tlieir meeting places in the cap- 
itul. Tlie pie.seiico of this armed force 
was the subject of numenius resnlutioiis 
and acrine iiiious debate in l>oth houses 
liefoi-e and after the joint .session. The 
senate, by a strict iiarty vote, adopted a 
re.sohition reciting tlii! action of Gov- 
ernor Bradley in calling out the militia, 
which was dtMjlarcd tob<! ''without war- 
rant of law, necessity or justification,' 
and ui)pointing a committee lieadt^l b: 
Senator Goebel to "iiuimre into sue 
contempt breiR'h of privilege," and re 
port to the senate fur final action. This 
was adopted as a snbstitnte for a resolu 
tion offered Senator Bronson, vio- 
lently denouncing Governor BnwUey, 
and decLiring the pnrposo of the scnato 
to suspend idl leglalataon while the mil 
itarj guard remained in posseaaion of 
the capitol. 

The house got into a tangle over 
number of teaolntiona otrered by both 
sidea all of which were Anally with 
drawn. 

At the Joint seaaion one ballot for 
United States senator waa taken to ful 
fill legal requirements, after the Demo 
crats and Populist Poor hod broken t 
quorum by rransing to respond to roll 
call. 

Adjutant Oeneral Collier announces 
that the militia will remain on doty nn 
til the legislature adjourua.
